Attack Not Personal.

Dr, Grant's sermon contalned a
passing remark concerning his en-
gagement to Mrs. Rita DeAcosta Ly-
dig, who was the wife of William .
D. Stokes and after divorcing him

“Let Him Get Out."

“Let him get out and then he can
preach Buddhism or anything else
he wants to. His is but another of
the many isms, asms and spasms that
beat themseclves to pieces against the
rock of the church's foundation,

Rev. A. A. De Larme, pastor of the
First Baptist church, denounced Rev.
Mr. Grant as “a religious insurgent.”

“They crop up into notoriety every
little while,"” he said. “A few months
ago one appeared in the Methodist
church here in Omaha. Sinece then
there have been others who have had
their little hour of notoriety and then
have been forgotten, The Unitarians
are kept busy taking them in.

“It is the duty of the church—the
great army of believers to stand like
a stone wall against the eddies of un-
truth, They must be like the cliffs in
the desert which stay the drift of the
sands and provide places where pases
develop.
